Particulars of the Attack om Secre« 
tary Sowara. 


Goo. Robinson; soldior and nurse, who 
was m attondance on Secretary Seward on 
tho a of the attempted assassination, 
has relatod oxcumstantinlly tho procood- 
angs In tho chamber, from Which it appears 
it was through his brave and doterhined 
endeavor that the consummation of tho 
muiderous designa of the fiond wero frus- 
trated. According to Robingon’s narra- 
tiye, Fred, Seward, Major Seward acd Mr. 
Hantell wore all wounded on tho atarway. 
As Robinson oponed the door to learn the 
cuuso of the distubance outside, 4 man 
struok at bis breast and in his hand he held 
a long krifo, the blade of which appoarod 
to be about a foot in length and aban an 
inch wido- Robinson determined to oppose 
his progross, and raised hig arm to parry 
tho blow; thé consequonce was that a wound 
was inflicted in the center of his forehead, 
close to the hair. Tho knife glanced, and 
the clenched hand in which the man held 
tho dagger ‘camo down upon Robinson's 
face, and folled him to the floor. Miss 
Soward at this juncture esdaped from the 

room and ran to the front window, seream- 
ing «murder, The assassin leaped to the 
bed whero Mi. Seward lay, apparently in a 
helpless condition, and gavo a tremohdous 
blow at his face, he missed tho mark, how- 
ever, and almost fell across Mr Seward’s 
body By thie timo Robinson recovered 
and jumped on tho bed and caught hold of 
the assasgin’s arms; while he was thus at- 
tempting to hold tho assassin, tho latter 
struck Mr. Seward on the left side of the 
face and then on the right side; the assas- 
sin then raised up and he and Robinson 
came to the floor together, they both got on 
to their cot, Robinson atill keeping a firm 
hold of him, the assassin reached his left 
arm over Robinson's shoulder and endeav- 
ored to force him to the floor, but finding 
ho could not handle Robinson in that posi- 
tion, he dropped his position, and with the 
hand which was around his neck caught 
hold of Robinson's right arm and struck 
behind Robinson with the knife, they still 
continued to struggle for a few moments, 
Robinson forcing him toward tho door, 
which was open, with the intention of throw- 
ing him over the banmisters, when they had 
nearly reached the door, Ma) Seward en- 
tered the room’ Robinson called on him 
to take the knife out of the agsagsin’s hand 

Seward immediately clutched the assassin, 
the latter then struck Robinson ın the 
stomach, hnoching him down, and broke 
away from Seward and rushed down stairs. 
During the scuffle, when he cannot say, 
Robinson received a wound, quite a serious 
one, some two inches in breadth, on the 
upper part of the night sboulder-blado, an- 
other a little lower down on the same side, 
and a slight one on the left shoulder, whale 
struggling with the man near the bedside 
ho had seized the hand m which was the 
dagger, aud did not release hie hold until 
hnoched down bythe assassin near tho 
door, and after Major Seward had como to 
his assıstance He returned to the room 
after he found the assassin had escaped 
and found the Secretary bad got out of the 
bed on to the floor, dragging with him the 
bed clothes, and was lying un a pool of 
blood. Upon going to the Secretary he 
found no pulso in the ‘wrist, and stated to 
Miss Seward, who had rerentered the room 
and asked if her father was dead, that he 
bekeved le was. Upon a second examina- 
tion, Robinson ascertained that his heart 
was still beating. The Secretary then said, 
“fam not dead, send for the police and a 
surgeon, and close the house.” IIe then 
laced the Secretary on the bed, telling 
im he must not talk Mr. Seward did not 
speak after that Mr. Robinson remained 
with Mr. Seward until 11 o’clock the next 
morning, when he was removed to the 
Douglas Hospital.
